swerve aside, narrowly grazing the gut- 
ter and aver£tng disaster. 
; -"As we came down the street toward 
the place-where the accident happened, 
he apparently noticed the red lights on 
the fleft side of the .street, marking an 
obstruction, but probably did not see, 
the lights on the other side of the .street. 
I had by this.time" become almost par- 
alyzed with fright, and .whan he seemed 
to direct the n^achlne at the lights "on. 
the""'Ieft-il thought he meant to. swerve 
iput before he got there as .before. That 
was probably what net'did Intend, but .In 
.playing with death to the left, he failed 
to see that he, was caught In a blind 
street .on the right as well. 


' 
HURLED TO STREET. 


"The machine swung to the right, just 


missing the obstruction on the left side 
of .the street, and hurtled into the great 
piece of timber on the right. I do not 
believe Mr. Smith saw; the timber that 
struck him. I had.- again attempted to 
stand up, a-nd was thrown or brushed 
out of the auto into the street, receiving 
only small cuts and bruises, : 


•> "The. end of the 'timber-had smashed 
the front,and; upper portions of the car 
and had crushed the .bady of Mr. Smith 
back over the back of the seat, and 
over thW body of the other man, thus 
protecting Mr. WaltHer in a measure. I 
do not know what happened after .that, 
as, I ran screaming for assistance.'*,

above the water. In most oases they 
were washed away. 


All boats in the vicinity were car- 


ried off by the inundations and it was 
impossible for the people of the neigh- 
borhood to assist much in the work 
of rescue. 


20 BODIES RECOVERED. 


Twenty bodies have been recovered. 


Three of the cars were submerged but the 
roof of a fourth is above water. Eleven 
persona, including several children, clung 
to this and thousands of spectators lined 
the river banks, impotent to render aid. 


Several small boats mads Ineffectual 


attempts at rescue, but' were nearly 
swamped. A merchant who tried to row 
out to save a child was drowned. 


Ae the exact number of passengers In 


the submerged cars is unknown it is im- 
possible officially to estimate the total 
cumber of dead.

Juror absent because of critical illness In 
his family and another Juror ba'ck from 
visiting his sick wife, the McNamara 
murder trial dragged ahead today in an 
attempt to get two more men needed.to 
fill the Jury box before the peremptory 
challenges. 


Counsel for James B. McNamara, on 
trial for murder of Charles J. Haggerty, 
one of the twenty-one victims of .the Los 
Angeles Times explosion and 'fire, S con- 
ferred with their client at length before 
court opened as to the men who-should 
be peremptorily excused, and It is be- 
lieved that the five men passed 
for 


causa will be let go. 


G. S. Bisbee, a rancher, was accepted 


quickly by both, sides and the examina- 
tion held of J. H. Coke, -Indicating a 
likelihood that he also would be accept- 
ed, making the twelfth man. . 
During Coke's examination counsel for 
the defense held a conference .regarding 
the use of the eleven permptory chal- 
lenges which are left out of the -twenty- 
It was thought likely that the 
state 


would use no challenges at all. 


AMENDMENT'S EFFECT. 


With frequent wrangles in the exami- 
nation of jurors to try James B. McNa- 
mara for the fatalities resulting, from the 
Times explosion and the noting of long 
exceptions by the defense'to many rulings 
of the 
court, discussion- turned today 
among lawyers !n '"the courtroom to .the 
possible effect on*, the case 'of the new 
constitutional amendment- adopted last 
month regarding the -granting of -new 
trials. The 'defense has taken' -the -posi- 
tion that It/will Ignore the new amendy 
ment and set. itself as vigorously in the 
record for an appeal In. case of conviction 
as if the new act had not existed. 


Tt became known today, that members 


of the State Bar association at their 
meeting at Sacramento a week ago dis- 
cussed informally the new amendment 
and a doubt existed as to its, future in- 
terpretation. 
- 
; 


Clarence S. Darrow, chief of the de- 


fense, learning of this, also gave his views 
today on the amendment and,- although 
he is not worried about the phraseology 
of the amendment, he admitted that it 
might cause some trouble in • case of a 
conviction, of McNamara "and an applica- 
tion thereupon for a new trial. 
- 


FIRST OF KIND. 
, 


The amendment, though when passed it 
attracted little general attention, is said 
to be the first of its kind embodied in a, 
state constitution in this country. -' Only 
at the bar association (.meeting when -the 
first gathering occurred of lawyers in the 
state since the amendment was adopted, 
was its true meaning canvassed. .It 
reads: 
: . 
"' 
"No Judgment shall be set astds os- a 


new trial granted in any criminal .case on 
the ground of misdirection of.;the juny or 
.the improper admission or rejection of 
evidence, or for error as to any matter of 
pleading or procedure, unless after an ex- 
amination of the entire cause, including 
the evidence, the court shall be of the 
opinion that the error complained-"of has 
resulted in a miscarriage of Justice." 
This amendment,' in the minds of prom- 
inent lawyers, unequivocally .sweeps out 
of use the practice of obtaining a new 
trial where irrelevant errors or technical- 
ities occur. It is held that the vso-called 
doctrine of presumed prejudice which as- 
sumes that every error in the record is 
manifestation of prejudice .on the part of 
the court of hence is ground :for setting 
aside a Judgment no longer can live, for 
the_ new amendment stipulates, that the 
error complained of must be- shown to 
have directly affected the verdict, of the 
Jurors. . 
Those who are in 'doubt about the 
amendment are wondering how it ever 
can 'oo shown just how an. error in -the 
examination of talesmen or jurors can be 
provefl to have had the psychological, ef- 
fect of influencing the verdict itself, 


DARROW NOT WORRYING. 


"We are not worrying -about that 
amendment," declared Attorney 
^ Darrow 


of the defense today. "Laymen and many 
lawyers, too, have an idea that a review- 
ing court grants new trials on ^technicali- 
ties alone. In nearly every'instance here- 
tofore It will be found that'a new trial 
is granted for some good reason affecting 
the right of the defendant to have a fair 
trial," 
- 
. .' 


Attorney Darrow declared that ha would 
continue to take, ecxeption to rulings 
wherever they occurred and would set. the 
record to fortify himself f6r-"appeal in. 
case it was needed. Asked. whether he 
did not believe the new amendment made 
the evidence itself more Important than 
the procedure of examining jurors as far 
as ground for appeal was concerned, he 
replied: 
'Every defendant has a right to a 
trial by fair and' impartial jurors, and no 
matter what•• the amendment'says, it it 
can be shown that a juror."was. biased 
from the start there is not. a reviewing 
court in the land will not hold it as .suf- 
ficient ground-for appeal." 
The new amendment has had no effect 
as far as this attitude of Judge Walter 
Bcrdwell is concerned. 
Judge Bordwell, while ,', favoring 
the 
amendment itself, as giving more respect 
li> the action of lower courts,, is known 
to be of the opinion that the amendment 
should in a way affect -the procedure of 
any trial court.' The trial court, accord- 
ing to his idea, should take no cognizance 
at any time or anywhere of what, a re- 
viewing court would or would "not do, ad- 
ministering justice according .to , existing, 
law. The view of Judge Bordwell,. fur- 
thermore, iti that ""if anything, judge* 


should, all tho .more zealously 'safeguard 
th'e rights of a defendant.. 


EX POST FACTO LAW. 


:.Should. It ever occur, however, that an 
appeal would be -refused to the McNa- 
maras with the new constitutional amend- 
ment as-a basis for such action, the de- 
fense, .it Is considered, would have' at Its 
disposal the J argument 
that 
the new 
amendment constitutes -an ex post facto 
law against them, as It;was passed sub- 
sequent not only to the Times explosion, 


. but the beginning of "the present. trial. 
In opposition'.to this is. the .contention 
that the prohibition with regard to ex 
post facto laws does not apply to court 
procedure .to which the : amendment re- 
lates.. 
. 


In no case has the new.amendment as 
yet been .applied, and members of the bar 
are eagerly .awaiting the "Supreme" Court's 
first decision using it. 
- . - • - • 


Opinion prevails in many. quarters that 
the new amendment jplaces greater de- 
pendency on the phrase "discretion:, of-the 
Court" -wherever it occurs .:in the' penal 
code. Many an error or apparent incon- 
sistency can be brought 'out; in :the record 
of a case, it is contended, where-the ele- 
ment of personality is concerned and too 
little weight heretofore -has. been--given 
to personal • observation .and judgment at 
the time of the trial. In. many ..cases 
where jurors have!5 been -.disqualified for 
mental -'Incompetericy, for instance,' it is 
pointed, out':that pliysical appearance has 
.counted for -a. great "deal-J-j-a:: thing which 
obviously the record would not reveal to 
a reviewing court.

business, and at the same time 


bring the railroads in closer touch with 
the people. This, he said, would have 
a, tendency to convince the people that 
there is no .quarrel between them and 
the railroads. 


"The people are gradually awakening 


to this fact," he said. 
"They ara be- 


ginning to realize that they have their 
money In railroads, and that they should 
therefore. take as much interest in the 
development and prosperity of the rail- 
roads as they would in any other invest- 
ment. Railroad development rests with 
the people entirely. The reorganization 
of the Harriman systems. was Intended' 
to .expedite business, and by local man- 
agement, bring" the - people and the of- 
ficials closer together.,. Upon Harriman's 
shoulders rested aif'great responsibility-?— 
that of looking, after, .all the lines of the 
system. It is a tremendous u^lertak- 
Ing for one man, and no other man »but 
Harriman could have .shouldered it so 
well." '

HANDLED AT HOME. 


"With the 
reorganization, 
however, 


much of the business matters In which 
the people are vitally interested may be

To account for Ills 


affliction and the grief of the sorrowing;

story of unbelievable' brutality. 


In lucid moments; the boy has told that 


he and Stephen Martin, a rancher of 
Inyo county, went hunting ducks last 
Friday near Big Pine. As they were go- 
ing through the brush, Martin. In tho , 
lead, Andrews' gun trigger caught on a. 
limb and was discharged, the shot lodg- 
ing in Martin's left leg. It was a pain- 
ful but not serious wound. 


The boy dropped his gun, he says, and 
rushed to help his companion, but the- 
man, 
turning deliberately, took aim and 


fired a charge of buckshot Into Andrews' 
face. The boy pleaded with him to stop 
and nut his hands before him to protect 
his eyes. 
But Martin dropped to one 
knee, and again aiming carefully, sent 
the second charge of his gun into' the 
lad's.-head. 
"After that I could not see," says An- 


drews. "I begged him to take me back 
to the house, but for hours he refused. 
Then" he led me back to the ranch." 


As soon as possible the boy's mother, 
Mrs. Vine Andrews, hurried him to a 
hospital In San Francisco. 
At Big Pine, according to word re- 


ceived by Mrs. Andrews, a charge of 
assault to commit murder will be filed 
against Martld, to await a more serious 
charge In case the boy dies. The only 
comment .the man has to make is: 


"The kid shot me and I turned rourid 
and shot him twice."

An example in point .is furnished by the-law enacted at the regu- 


*lar session of .the Legislature last spring 'providing that chronic 


inebriates may .be committed to the State hospitals for the' insane. 
.That law has worked so badly.that Governor Johnson,,in his extra- 
session: call,.has included a recommendation for the repeal or amend- 
ment of the statute, which has had the effect of enormously increas- 
ing the cost of maintaining the hospitals for the insane and,nearly 
doubling the cost.of .transporting persons .committed to the prisons 
and asylums..- Relatives, friends and the police have taken advan- 
tage of the'law. to'throw upon the-State the burden of supporting 
and reforming worthless whisky wrecks, who are sent to the hos- 
.pitals to be sphered'up at-the expense of the taxpayers. 


In every county in the State impecunious rounders and'inebriates 


.have been rounded up and committed to the hospitals. After'a short 
stay in those'institution's they are discharged, usually to return to 
their old habits of loafing and'whisky guzzling. No substantial 
reforms -are-effected by turning the State .hospitals into free Keely 
Cure establishments. The law is being used as ,a convenience.by 
people entirely unworthy of consideration, with the result that'the? 
hospitals for the insane are overcrowded with an element that is only, 
disordered in appetite and lacking in moral perception. The drunk 
contingent is eating up the'appropriations made by the Legislature 
for the care and maintenance of the insane and creating a huge de- 
ficiency J'n the fund appropriated for.the transport of persons com- 
mitted to the State hospitals. 


Although the law has been in force only a few months, a-cry for 


: relief has gone up from the State hospitals. The Board-of-Control 
'is appalled at the increased cost of maintaining them, and the"sheriffs 
iare complaining because their bills for the transport of persons under 
;commitment,are unpaid. There is usually a deficiency in the fund, 
'but under the new system the deficiency promises to be of-stupend- 
ous proportions. All the State hospitals are threatened with similar 
deficits. Moreover, the influx of drunks is depriving insane patients 
of adequate accommodations at the hospitals.

Rejmii Canal Tolls on ^merican Shipping. 


Hon. Joseph R. Knowland, who represents this district in 


Congress, is in favor of remitting all.tolls on American ships passing 
througk the Panama canal. If this cannot be done without violating 
the.treaties'the.United States has entered into with other nations; Mr. 
Knowland'is in favor of providing a'fund fpr:the repayment of tolls 
charged against Americamships. When Congress meets Mr. Know- 
land purposes to introduce a bill relieving American ships passing 
through the canal-from the toll charge; 


-. This is in accordance with the suggestion President Taft threw 


out when he was on his last visit to California. It,is the expression 
of sound btisiness policy. . American ..money built the. canal.. Why 
should not American shipping derive the chief benefit? . It is the 
universal wish of the American people to see once again the American 
flag floating over an American merchant marine. .Mr. :Knowland's 
proposition will help, to restore American shipping.to its old place on 
the ocean. It-will put men to work in American, shipyards and do 
something toward reviving the'seafaring. spirit 
rof the American

But Mr. Knowland's proposition has a .side that more immedi- 


ately concerns the people of' California^ Remitting the canal tolls 
for American ships will have the effect of cheapening freights be- 
tween Pacific and Atlantic ports. Foreign ships, cannot ply in that 
trade. The remission of tolls will reduce transcontinental freights 
almost, if not quite, to the'extent of tfrSTrjoll, for 'the toll' will have to 
be added to th*e cost of carriage. ..If a ship charges $7:50 a ton, in- 
cuding $1.50 a ton canal toll, for carrying freight between San Fran- 
cisco and New York, she can carry it for $6 a ton if no toll be charged. 
Thus the shippers of'California-will derive the chief benefit from the 
arrangement Mr. Knowland proposes. By helping put the American 
flag on the ocean the shippers and consumers will be benefited. 


Of course foreign shipowners and the transcontinental railroads 


will object, but the'canal was not built for their benefit or with their 
money. It was built by the American people with their own money, 
to:benefit themselves arid American^commerce.

The Body of Victim of Duel Is 


Found Where It Fell After 


Fatal Conflict. 


ALAMEDA, Nov. 23.—Coroner C. 


L. Tlsdale will hold an inquest Mo'n- 
day morning to Inquire into the death 
of Peter H. Jessen, who was choked 
to death on the scow schooner Rock 
Island Tuesday night by Captain J 
H. 'Evans, who is1 held in the Alameda 
city prison on a charge o£ murder 
Dr. W. O. Smith will perform an 
autopsy on Jessen's body today. 
The 


body shows, no marks save traces of 
redness and.slight abrasions about the 
neck where-Evans' fingers gripped In 
the death struggle. 


tlntU the .exact location of the 
scene of the tragedy Is determined 
it will not be. known whether Evans 
will be tried in this county or in San 
Francisco.

der the Jurisdiction of San Francisco 
Even • Evans Is somewhat In doubt

schooner when the flght occurred. 


BOI)T IS SEODKED. 


Deputy Coroner 'William Behrens 
went to the Rock Island yesterday 
afternoon after the body ' of Jessen. 
The schooner was anchored In the 
channel off the south end of Grand I 
street, about a mile from shore. Ow- 
ing to the shallow water .between the 
craft and: the 'shore .It. was necessary 
to drive , to thie Bay Farm. Island 
bridge, secure a launch and steam 
down the channel to the anchored 
scow. . Detectives George • H. Brown 
and "William "Wahmuth .accompanied" 
the deputy, coroner. - Commodore L. 
T. Ward of the Aeolian Yacht Club 
was also on board the launch. 


The body was found, crumpled In 
a heap, in .the stern of the scow. One 
arm wag drawn up-and'one leg was 
bent at the, knee. 
A small quantity 
of blood had flowed from the mo>ith 
and nose. 
There were marks about 
the neck and. face, though the neck 
marks, were not especially distinct 
The, shirt sleeves were rolled up,'dis- 
closing' the well-muscled arms.

sen was. evidently a.powerful man,, as 
he weighed 170 pounds and was ffPan 
athletic, well-knit build. 
He was a 
larg-er and a younger man than Evans 
and the latter was handicapped by an 
ankle still so weak from a recent 
sprain that the captain llmpa as he 
walks. That Jesseh did not secure 
the best of the death struggle was 
possibly 'due to the fact that he was
